EjjrlCriJ 
ence has shown that under our system 
of government the necessary supervision 
cannot be obtained by state action. It, 
must, therefore, be achieved by nation- 
al action. Our aim is not to do nivay-; 
with corporations; on the contrary, these 
big aggregations are un inevitable de- 
velopment of modern industrialism, unit 
the effort to destroy them would be fur 
tile. This is accomplished in \vays. tbijfr 
would work the utmost mischief tO-iho 
entire body politic. We can do nothing 
of good in the way of regulating and. 
supervising these corporations until we 
lix clearly in our minds that we are not 
attacking tlie corporations, but endeav- 
oring io do away with any evil in them.

of production; not to abandon the '-'jilnco 
which our country hjIS IvA'CU^Ui the lead- 
ership of the international industrial 
world, not to strike -down wealth with 
the result of closing factories and urines,, 
of turning the wage workers Idle in' the 
streets and leaving 1 the farmer without' 
a market for what he grows. 

The power of the Congress to regu- 
late interstate commerce . is an absolute 
and iinquulilicd grant, and' without limi- 
tations other than those ' prescribed by 
tlie constitution.' The Congress lias eou- 
stitutional authority to make all laws 
necessary and proper for executing this 
power, and ( am satisfied that this pow- 
er litis not been exhausted by any legis- 
lation now on the statute' books. It is 
evident, therefore, that evils restrictive 
of commercial freedom and entailing re- 1 
straint upon 'national, commerce fall 
within t tie- regulative power of the Con- 
gress, and that a wise and reasonable 
law would be a necessity, and proper 
exercise of Congressional authority lo 
i lie end that such evil be era'dieated. 

I believe fhat .monopolies, unjust' dis- 
criminations, which 'prevent' or' cripple 
competition, fraudulent over-capitaliza- 
tion; and other evils " in trust orgariiza- 
lions .and practices which injuriously 
affect interstate trade, can be .prevented 
under the power of- the Congrdss to 
"regulate commerce with foreign na- 
tions, ami among the several states" 
through which regulations and re<j.iiiro- 
uilotit.s operating directly upon suclr com-, 
in: rcc, mil iiisivumt.ui' i Iitn. s thereof and; 
those engaged therein. 

1 earnestly recommend this subject to 
the con si de rut ion of Congress with a 
i.t'W io the passage of a law reason- 
able in its provisions and effective in 
its operations, upon which the questions 
citii bb filially aojiKl.cated thai now raise 
doubts as to the necessity of constitu- 
tional amendment. If it proves mij-os-' 
silrte to accomplish the purposes above 
set forth by such a law, then be assui'tid 
that we should not shrink from amend- 
ing the constitution so as t., secure bo- 
yond perndveiilure the power sought. 
, Congress has not heretofore made any 
appropriations for the better ciifo.ie- 
uieut of the anti-trust law as it now 
stands. Very much has been now done 
by the purlin men t of justice in securing 
the euioreoinellt of this law. but much 
more could be •done if Congress would 
make a special appi^ipiiation- for this 
purpose to. be expended under the direc- 
tion of the attorne-yieoiler.nl.

dence given in court by the detective, 
and objected to its being taken; bin 
the objection was overruled. Finally, 
Mr. lliggine. asked lor an adjournment 
to further investigate ihe case, and : t 
things are as stated by the defence, ue 
will withdraw. 

The ease was therefore remanded until 
Kridny, and as it is well known to those 
interested in the ease that Pong Wong 
j lias been formally found guilty by (he 
self-constituted court arranged by tile 
Chee Kung Tong, which sat eoon after 
the murder in Chinatown, ami satisfied 
itself that Pong Wong was the guilty 
man responsible for the attack on Look 
Hen, and that Dai Slice was an accom- 
plice, Pong Wong is believed to be in 
i danger. In consequence of this Magis- 
trate Hull addressed tlie large crowd of 
•Chinese in court when accused was ad- 
mitted to bail, and warned all that if 
anyone worked injury to Pong Wong, 
ho' would be severely punished. Pong 
'Wong is in binding since his release, 
i fearing his enemies. 

I Vesterdav the defence called Detective 
I George M. Perdue He said that he bad 
i gone several limes to Look 'Den's prem- 
ises to investigate the crime, the first 
time at 11 a.m. on the day the assault 
I was reported. 1 u company with Dctec- 
1 tivo Palmer he bad interviewed 'Look 
I Hen, with Yip Wing us interpreter, and 
I Look Den said then Hint he did not 
know wlio had assaulted him. Look 
S lien hud said then it was too dark to 
; sec, the light being nulled low. That 
I same afternoon Pong Wong was arrest- 
ed in order to facilitate the in\ est .gat ion 
' of the ease. That evening he had gone 
to Look Den's premises, and a number 
of Chinamen were there holding a meet- 
ing and taking evidence. They told 
witness ami Detective Palmer that Look. 
Hen was unable lo tell them wdio as- 
saulted him, but said that if Dai Slice 
.was arrested they might get Look Den 
! to tell. Witness held a conversation 
I with Jung Shoe, who said she did not 
j know who did it. They were all asleep. 
I None of them had heard anything. 
I The following day he returned to Look 
I Hen's place with Yip Wing, interpreter. 
1 A Colonist reporter was there. 1. 
I lien sum then mat accused had assault- 
ed him, he having seen him plainly, 
i 'i lint electric light was burning in the 
' front room and a lamp in the bedroom. 
* As soon as accused left the room, lie 
invoke Jung Slice. He had repealed tins 
i in English. He said he saw accused 
I crouching over him, with a kuife in his 
| hand. Accused raised the knife to 
strike, and lie shut his eyes. He did not 
open them until accused went out. His 
money was stolen. No one knew whore, 
it hall been hidden but Dai Slice. Wit- 
ness said Jung Shoe had showed him 
whore I lie Chinese slippers w ere found. 
They were tour sizes larger than those 
of accused. 

Witness said ho thought ail along that 
there was something wrong, and alter 
the evidence had been put in, he thought 
the case against accused a put-up job. 
He did not think accused knew what he 
had been arrested for. The Chinese se- 
cret society men told him that they had 
held a meeting and tided the ease, and 
that the man held by the authorities was 
the right one. They demanded that Dai 
Shoe lie charged also, lie had, as was 
Lis duty, reported what he learned to 
the sergeant, who reported to the chief. 

Mr. Frank lliggins, for the prosecu- 
tion, objected, die had been interpolat- 
ing objections through the course of the 
examination, hut the magistrate over- 
ruled them. lie instanced the case as 
a peculiar one, a detective being called 
for tlie defence and swearing that he 
■believed tho charge against Pong Wong 
was a put-up job, and this without the 
counsel for tlie prosecution being in- 
formed. He wished time to investigate 
the case, and if he believed accused in- 
nocent, he would abandon tlie ease. 

Mr. Brndbnrn, representing the ac- 
cused, mi id he had asked Detectives 
Palmer and Perdue certain questions re- 
garding the case which they were 
bound to answer, and although he did 
not know what evidence Detective Per- 
due would give, he had tin idea, as the 
detective had told him that he did not 
believe accused guilty. 

The magistrate said in granting an ad- 
journment until Friday, that the matter 
should be investigated, and if evidence 
had been manufactured, tlie authorities 
should learn why. He adjourned the 
case until 'Friday, admitting Pong Wong 
to bail, as above stated.

This language of acid- 
ulated eulogy may be offensive to many 
of our friends, and it is not intended to 
be pleasing to Mr. Joseph Martin; but 
we should consider it a reflection on 
ourselves if we could not recognize 
great mental ability when we see it- 
Mr, 'Martin's policy therefore was to 
divide' a strong government and to give 
a weak government just Btiflleient sup- 
port to keep it in power, provided -that 
in doing so, lie was not obliged to abate 
any of his political principles. "We be- 
lieve that he successfully contrived to 
avoid abating any of his political prin- 
ciples. Our opinion upon that subject, 
however, is worth but little. We have 
never been able to exactly comprehend 
what his political principles are. When 
a child looks at a kaleidoscope, he does 
not understand the scientific principles 
by which the kaleidoscopic effects are 
produced.

ed, and the laws which it obeys, are, 
inversely from that wisdom which is de- 
scribed as heavenly, concealed from 
such babes as wc- are, and revealed, if at 
all, to persons much more wise and pru- 
dent.

Mr. Mar- 
tin's letter is proof positive that Colonel 
Prior's administration is undeniably 
strong, if our interpretation of Mr. Mar- 
tin's tactics 'he correct. To be strong 
enough to dispense with the support ot 
Mr. Martin is lo invite his opposition. 
The impact of the government's policy 
Uipon the anvil of Mr. iMartin's opposi- 
tion should, if we mistake not, strike 
out legislation of great value to the 
province. At any rate, it is quite cer- 
tain that the onlookers in the smithy 
will see plenty of sparks.

GOYEKNIMKNT RAILWAYS. 

Iu India, during the ten years ending 
1900-1001, an annual loss of nearly half 
a million sterling on the operation of 
government railways has been convert- 
ed into a profit of £705,000. In addi- 
tion the railways have always borne the 
interest on the cost of their construc- 
tion, and the creation of a sinking fund, 
by which railways to the value of be- 
tween £80,000,000 and £100,000,000 will 
become the property of the state, clear 
mid unencumbered. What Great Britain 
has accomplished for the economical de- 
velopment of India is clearly shown by 
the statistics of the Indian budget. Dur- 
ing the same ten years the customs have 
risen by £33,000,000, mainly upon arti- 
cles consumed by the poorer classes. 
Tins shows that the purchasing power 
of I lo- people of India has increased dur- 
ing the last (en years, and that their 
standard of comfort lias been raised. 
The first chapter in the same story of 
increased ellb iency and prosperity has 
been written in Kgypt since Ureat Brit- 
ain began to administer that country. 
But we do not wish lo draw attention 
to the success of Ureal Britain in deal- 
ing with such countries as India and 
t'lgyjit, but to consider the arguments 
which might be adduced in favor of the 
government ownership of railways from 
tho experience of India. There we 
have the ideal condition presented which 
the honest advocate of the government 
ownership of railways, and there ate 
many such, desires to see realized every- 
where. We have railways built with 
government money, and burdened only 
with their net cost of construction. We 
have these railways paying interest and 
sinking fund and gradually becoming a 
debt-free source of revenue and a most 
important factor in the development of 
the country. It is possible lo compare 
the success of the Indian government 
railways willi the failure of tile Can- 
adian government railway and of the 
Australian and New Zealand govern- 
ment railways. In doing so we must 
take into account that the railways in 
India were not by any means ail bu If 
from an economic or industrial point 
of view. Many of them were works of 
military necessity with profitable oper- 
ation a secondary factor. There arc 
some people so enamored of the princi- 
ple of government ownership that they 
are uuwillius to admit that Canadian, 
Australian and New Zealand railways 
have been a failure. They argue thai 
the principle being right, its application 
cannot be a failure. But such a begging 
of the question does not affect the point 
al. issue. On tie- government railways 
in these countries the service is bad, 
tat; roiling stuck badly maintained, the 
rate of speed low, and the operating ac- 
count limiucially most unsatisfactory. 
Why this great difference 'between them 
and the Indian railways'.' The Indian 
government is not a democratic govern- 
ment, and the population of India is so 
large that the management -of the rail- 
ways is even more cm nipt from the in- 
Huelice of a private individual, be lie 
workig man, shipper, or contractor, 
than the board of diiectors of a joint 
stock company. Is this where the dif- 
ference liesV In view of the experience 
of the province of Victoria, in Aus- 
tralia, we are constrained to say that 
it is. In that country a statesman had 
lo arise brave enogilh to take the vote 
of tin; Socialist and government em- 
ployees by the threat in order lo save 
ihe country from universal pauperiza- 
tion and bankruptcy. The trouble is 
iluit in tie- government operation of 
anything we eliminate the principle of 
private interest as effecting economy of 
■idiiiinisl rat on, without al the same I me 
rivato interest as the 
if the individual. As 
ic body corporate be- 
comes a prey n ail departments of is 
activity. Let anyone who denies tins, 
look at the eo-olllcicllt of work obtained 
I rom, e .nipa red " it li the n munoratioii 
paid to. w hat are called, w ith line sitb- 
cuisch.iis irony, civil servants all the 
world :over, and particularly in demo- 
eiate countries. Look at the scramble, 
for job.-, their creation and aniplidca- 
t ion, and consider who among the 
scramblers, has any idea in bis mind, 
save the advancement of his individual 
fortune. If this sort of thing is spread 
over large departments of industrial ac- 
tivity, iustead of being limited lo the 
barest necessities of commercial endeav- 
or, there is no end, till the oak tree of 
Ihe state falls headlong to the ground, 
stilled and destroyed by the ivy clinging 
to its branches. It may be said that 
this is to give expression to a very pes- 
simistic view of human nature. Not at 
all. But, when self-interest is divert- 
ed from its proper and useful chauneis. 
and directed against the funds of the 
state, the result is as we say, and noth- 
ing can niter it except a change in 
human nature. That change i.s coming 
about, but it is coming mighty slowly, 
and outward conditions cannot be made 
to conform at once to an ideal in the 
dim and distant future.

are no longer needed for protection 
among our own people, or when the min- 
imum of damage done may be disre- 
garded for tho sake of the maximum of 
good accomplished, it' it prove impossi- 
ble lo ratify the pending treaties, nnd. if 
there seem to be 110 warrant for the en- 
deavor to execute others, or to amend 
the pending treaties so that they can 
be ratified, then the same end— to se- 
cure reciprocity— should be met by di- 
rect legislation, 

Wherever the tariff conditions are 
such that a needed change cannot with 
advantage be made by the application 
of the reciprocity Men, then it can be 
made outright by a lowering of duties 
on a given product. 

In my judgment, the tariff on anthra- 
cite coal should be removed and anthra- 
cite he put practically where it now is. 
nominally on the free list. This would 
have 110 effect at all save in a crisis, 
but in a crisis it might be of serviee to 
the people! 

It would be both unwise and unneces- 
sary at this lime to attempt to recon- 
struct our financial system, which has 
been the growth or a century; but 
some 'additional legislation is, 1 think, 
desirable. The mere outline of any 
plan sutliciently comprehensive 10 meet 
these requirements would transgress the 
appropriate limits of this coinuiunicu- 
tion. 

How to secure fair treatment alike 
for labor and for capital, how to hold in 
check the unscrupulous man, vvhetlnr 
employer or employee, without weaken- 
ing individual initiative, without ham- 
pering and cramping the industrial de- 
velopment of the country, is a problem 
fraught with great ditliculties, and one 
which it is of the highest importance to 
solve on lines of sanity and far-sighted 
common sens" as well as of devotion to 
the right. Roth kinds of federation, 
capitalistic and labor, can do much 
good, nnd as a necessary corollary they 
can both do evil. Opposition to each 
kind of organization should take the 
form of opposition t ) whatever is bad 
in the conduct of any given corporation 
or union— not to attacks upon corpora- 
tions as such, nor upon unions as such: 
lor some of the most far-reaching ben- 
eficent work of our people has been ac- 
complished through both corporations 
and unions. Each must refrain from ar- 
bitrary or tyrants interference with Ihe 
rights' of others. 

Il is earnestly hoped that a secretary 
of commerce may be created with a seat 
in the cabinet. 

1 hope soon to submit to the Semite a 
reciprocity treaty with Cuba. 

A convention with Great Britain has 

Ik concluded which will be at once 

laid before the Senate for ratiticatiou 
providing for reciprocal trade arrange- 
ments between tho United States and 
Newfoundland on substantially the lines 
of ihe convention formerly negotiated by 
tho secretary of state, Mr. Blaine. Re- 
ciprocal trade relations will be greatly 
to the advantage of both countries. 

The formation of the international 
tribunal which sits at The 'Hague is an 
event of good omen from which great 
consilience for tlie welfare of all man- 
kind may How. If is far better where 
possible to invoke such a permanent 
tribunal than to create special arbitra- 
tors lor a given purpose. 

The Congress has wisely provided that 
we shall build at once an Isthmian Ciinal. 
if possible, at Panama. The Attornoy- 
iGeneral's re.ports that we can undotibt- 

lly acquire a good title from the 
IFrench Panama Canal Co. Negotiations 
are now pending with Colombia to se- 
cure her assent to our building the 
ennnl. The canal will be of great bene- 
fit to the United States, nnd of import- 
ance to all the world. It will be of ad- 
vantage to us industrially nnd also as 
improving our military position. 

After referring to tlie Pacific cable 
nnd the Philippine situation, the Presi- 
dent says there should be no halt in tlie 
•work of building up the navy, providing 
every year additional 'lighting craft. 
The Monroe doctrine should be treated 
ns the cnrditial feature of United States 
foreign policy, but it would be worse 
than idle to assert it unless we intended 
to bind; it up, and it can lie backed up 
only by a thoroughly good navy. 

The message urges the need of pro- 
per legislation for '.Alaska, and suggests 
that a congressional committee visit the 
territory to investigate rs needs.
